Ol. WORKERS STRIKE AGAIN 


ENGINEERING (OIL COMPANIES) AWARD—BANS 


Commissioner T. C. Winter in the Arbitration 
Commission last Monday approved a bans. clause 
outlawing work stoppages and restrictions at two 
big Altona petroleum processing plants. It will re- 
main in force to December 31. 


It is understood that 475 
metal trade unionists at the 
Altona Refinery- and Shell's 
Geelong plant are affected. 


On October 23 Commis- 
sioner Winter said if fur- 
ther stoppages occured in the’ 
industry he would insert the 
bans clause. He had heard 
the companies submissions 
that 85 workers at Petroleum 
Refineries (Australia) Pty. 
Ltd. had stopped work on 
October 15, announcing the 
stoppage would last inde- 
finitely and that lightning! 
stoppages had been sccur- 
mng at the plants since 1961. 


The refinery employees 
who stopped work indefinitely 
on October 15 returned to 
work after some days. They 
however did not heed the 
Commissioner’s warning and 
commenced another  stop- 
October 


31. On Monday, November 
4, 130 metal trades employees 
at the Shell refinery also 
ceased work. 5 


In hts statement on Mon- 
day Commissioner Winter 
said; “It is saddening to see 
the efforts of trades unions 
which are actively struggling 
in the interests of their mem- 
bers being aborted by fe 
action of irresponsible and in- 
flammatory members.” ° 


The effect of the bans 
clause is that the five unions 
concerned can be proceeded 
against in the Industrial 
Court and fined up to £500 
for further stoppages.

"ASSOCIATION OR LEAGUE? 


Recently in our columns was noticed 
the possibility of Werribee being admitted 
to the Victorian Footbal! Association. More 
may be seen or heard about this in the future. 
For the present we are concerned with the 
significance of the two group names—as- 
sociation and league. 

An association is a group of individuals 
joined together to support a common aim. 
Probably most people in Altona (men, women 
and children) are members of one or more 
associations. Each individual group of which 
they are a member being united more or 
less loosely in an association with other 
groups with similar interests. Thus we have 
sporting bodies, school comittees, lodges, 
clubs, trade organisations to an indefinite 
extent or variety. They ail have one element 
in common, They each in their own way 
support one common aim. 

It could be said we have in Altona an 
unrecognised association. A great many of 
the various organisations in Altona and our 
council itself are surely imbued with an 
unspoken aim—the welfare of Altona. 

There is, however, something stronger 
than an association: 

A league is a pact or agreement for 
mutual’ protection and assistance and further- 
ance of comrnon interests. 

We need more leagues and fewer as- 
sociations, or perhaps more associations be- 
coming leagues.
